I do 
not cook rabbit myself, having 
the common American prejudice for the 
meat, which I find it hard to overcome, 
but here is the recipe of Henriette 
Davidis: 

“Divide the Soedieea and the lower 
part of the body into-pieces, weah thor | 
oughly, being careful to rinse off — 
hai? that may adhere to the meat; split 
the head and wash it, together with the 
heart, liver, and lungs. If thé meat is to

entente allies’ Paris economic confer- 
ence resolutions, contained in a state- 
ment furnished to the press by the am- 
bassador, created unusual interest in 
Washington. It was regarded as an- 
nouncement by this country of its in- 
tention to fight the allies’ trade pro- 
gram if an effort is made to execute It. 

Strength was added to this belief by 
the assurance given ‘authoritatively at 
the state department that Mr. Francis 
would not be criticised for his state- 
that the department would 
not request that he submit the .text of 
it. Heretofore it has been customary 
for the department to instruct this coun- 
try’s diplomatic representatives to send 
to it the text of public statements they 
have made when the statements con- 


port. 

Calls Plan Discriminatory. ) 
_ Mr. Francis said of the Paris economic 
conference's program: — . 

“These resolutions, ‘while inspired by 
the desire to prevent a revival of eco- 
nomic supremacy, as it were, of the 
countries with which the allies are at 
war, are, at the same time, a. discrimi- 
nation against commerce with all neu- 
tral countries." | 

Ambassador Francis’ statement ts acl 
lieved to have been occasioned princi- 
pally by article ITI. of the Paris con- 
ference resolutions, whieh reads; 

“ The allies declare themselves agreed 
to conserve for the allied countries, 
above ail others, their natural resources 
during the whole period of commercial, 
industrial, agricultural,: 
reconstruction, and for this purpose they 
undertake to establish Special arrange- 
ments to facilitate the |iaterchanes of 
these resources,” 


Directed Against Neutral Nations. 
Other provisions of the resolutions
